LIVDBRPOOL, Aug. 15.—A general railway 
strike throughout the Unitéd Kingdom was 
called today.

Soldiers again fired on the mob tonight and 
a reign. of terror exists in the city. Troops 
have been arriving in the city all day, and 
6,000 are now on duty. 

Five prison yans. escorted by fifty Hussars, 
which were carrying riot prisoners from the 
police court to Waltham jail, were attacked . 
tonight by 3,000 members of the roughest 
class in Vauxhall street. 


Mobs Pelt Soldiers with Missiles. 
’ The cause of the riot was due to an attempt 
by the mob to take the prisoners from the 
vans. Thousands of persons pelted the so}- 
Biers with stones. The officers in command’ 
of the troops refrained from ordering their 
men to fire until the, last moment. They 
brandished their swords, but did nothing 
 @lge. 
The mob was at the heads of the horses, 
aiming stones at close range, and as the 
horses pressed forward the crowds shouted, 
‘screamed, and cursed. The cavalcade finally 
wes held up. An officer drew his revolver 
and held ft up so that all might see it. 
The stones showered thicker around the heads 
and shoulders of the troope and the shoufing 
was redoubled, 
The officer, after some littie time, fired the 


_* wevolver high over the heads of the crowd. 


The mobs were not in the least alarmed and, 
‘thinking all the firing would be over their 
heads, heaped execrations upon’the officer. 
The officer sae a man about to throw a 
stone and, aiming at his head, fired. The 
man dropped to the pavement. . 


Soldiers Unseated; Ordered to Fire. 
The crowd gathered more stones and rained 
them upon the soldiers. There was a second 
shot and another fell wounded in the thigh. 
The cavalr} pushed on until they arrived at 
Hopwood street, where they met with even 
more stubborn resistance. Men armed with 
fron bars rushed at the troopers, seized them 
by the legs, and tried to ull them from their 
horses. Half a dozen soldiers were unseated. 
The s0idiers were patient, but when those 
, Who had been unhorsed seemed in danger of 
being killed an order to fire was given. One 
Tioter fell and others were injured. 
Women and children surged into the road 
and atterided to the wounded and assisted a 
Priest who was administering extzeme unc- 


tion to the man thought fatally wounded. 


The crowd stood and swore. 

At midnight there was no diminishing of 
the mob, and there were continua! clashes. 
With the police and military. A belated re- 
inforcement of seven constables coming into 
Vauxhall road were set upon by a crowd that 
Mustered as if it had sprung from the earth, 
Women and children joined in throwing 
brickbats and stones at the police.

The agreement which settles all the difli- 
culties which called Mr. Taylor westward 
was reached yesterday afternoon in the office 
of Architect D. H.. Burnham, drafter of the 
‘Chicago plan.” Letters will go to Wash- 
ington today from Postmaster Campbell, 
representing the postal department, and 
from Mr. Burnham on behalf of the “ Chi- 
cago plan,” which will say that all local 
difficulties are at an end. * 

» It is learned that Postmaster Campbell, 
from a purely postal standpoint, believed that 
the new west side station should be built 
across from the Union station and the North- 
western station at Canal and Madison streets. 

The objection of the treasury department,

VOLPLANING IS FATAL 


Chicago Youth Plunges 200 
Yards Into Lake; Body 
ls Recovered. 


MEET WILL BE CONTINUED 


While 60,000 spectators were looking on— 
and under as fair a sky as ever blessed the 
city—two aviators flew to death in their aero- 
planes at Grant park yesterday afternoon. 

One young man, a wealthy Pittsburgh 
amateur, in a biplane, was dashed to the 
ground and crushed to death. He fel} fifty 
feet. The other, a Chicago youth, was 
drowned two hours later, when his mono- 
plane dived 600 feet into Lake Mich! 

The two accidents—happening toward the 
cloge of the fourth day of the international 
anget~put a ewift.period to the happy feeling 
that this meeting was to be in ell respects 
@ lucky one. 

The spectators saw both nien sail! to their 
death—looked on the crushing of one—but 
the tragedy in the lake, of course, was itself 
unseen—too far away for the multitudes to 
realize. 


THE DEAD, 


WILLIAM R. BADGER, of Pittsburgh, 
Baldwin biplane; attempted to “dip’’ in 
the sunken aréna of Grant Park, descend- 
ing swiftly and suddenly bringing his 
machine to a stop and an upshoot; ex- 
treme pressure tore his machine to pieces. 
This accident occurred at 4:18 p. m. 


ST. CROIX JOHNSTONE, Moisant 
monoplane; fell into Lake Michigan; his 
machine was crushed by the descent; en- 
tangled in the wires he was held under 
water by the heavy motor. This accident 
occurred at 6:02 p. m., a little less than a 
mile from shore. Dr. John McKinlock, 
having examined the body, expressed a 
doubt as to whether Johnstone drowned. 
“At first it appeared that he was drowned, 
but only a small amount of water came 
from his lungs while we were working 
with him. There was av ugly cut over 
hig right eye. I am of the opinion tht 
he was {<illed by a blow from some 
part of the macaine.”’ 


Crowds Stunned and Silenced. 

A great crowd Was in the stadium and 
throngs blocked the park and the gurround- 
ing streets when the two fatalities occurred. 
The first, almost in the center of the flying 
course, silenced the thousands. The second, 
marked by the mystery of distance, stunned 
them, as gradually consciousness of it spread 
among the people. 

Three days of thé’ most thrilling aviation 
meet ever held had passed with no more 
serious occurrences than the destruction of 
machines and the,slight injury. of some of 
their drivere. So the sensation of awe at 
seeing 0 man drop from the clouds was be~ 
ginning to wear off. Less wonder was éx- 
pressed when @ structure of wood, canvas, 


| and steel climbed mile high toward the 


clouds. The cries of fear as & Machine few 
toward the grounc and stopped its descent 
within a few feet of destruction almost had 


disappeared. 


Badger Skims the Ground. 

Then one of the most popular of the com- 
petitors came racing about the field. He 
was determined to display his skillin “ dips ”’ 
and “dives” and “spirals.”"” He was not 
high in the alr, but elmost skimmed the 
ground at times. ‘ ! 

He had begun to attract attention and 
hundrede of eyes were upon him when his 
machine crumpled like a pigeon shot while 
on the wing. “When he was taken from the 


‘wreckage he was unconscious. He died soon 


after he was taken to St. Luke's hospital. 
The horror of this still was upon the crowd 
when something happened to St. Croix John- 
stone's machine... He was a mile from shore 
of the foot of Twelfth street. His mono- 
plane began & swift descent. Watchers 


thought it only an unusually steep “ Giver”

Meet Not to Be Abandoned. 

The two deaths were regarded by the offi- 
cials of the meet association as a part of the 
sacrifice necessary to the advancement of 
aviation. They declared that such events 
must mark the progress toward the goal of 
safe, practicable fiying; that a postpone- 
ment of further experimentation and en- 
couragement of flying would effect nothing 
but delay without a reduction of the fatali- 
ties that must. occur before the goa! is 
reached. 

An official statement expressing sorrow was 
issued. Harold F. McCormick of the com- 
mittee said in the evening: 

“This has been a bad day for us. I can't 
find words to express my sorrow over the 
death of the two men. I think, however, the 
committee has done all in its power to make 
the conditions of the events as safe as pos- 
sibie."’ 


Will Tighten Up the Rules. 
All recklessness will be éliminated from 
the meet from now on as a result of action 
taken by the executive committee. 

A committee composed of Mr. McCor- 
mick, James E. Plew, and Herbert 8. Dun- 
combe, was appointed to draft resolutions ex- 
pressing the regret of the association that 
the accidents occurred; and a motion that 
the contest committee be instructed to pre- 
vent all needless exhibitions of bravery was 
passed unanimously. 

Badger's teammates, flying othér Baldwin 
biplanes, will not compé-:e in further events 
until after the funeral of their comrade, and 
it is probable that the Moisant filers: will 
observe the same rule until after Johnstone's 
funeral; but the other aviators will continue 
their exhibitions. > '

JOHNSTONE PLUNGES INTO LAKE. 

After mounting 1,000 feet over Lake 
Michigan Sst. Croix Johnstone began a 
hazardous “‘ corkecrew " giide just after the 
6 o'clock gun boomed in the flying field 

Within 600 feet from the water his spidery 
monoplane tipped a bit, shot downward with 
a sickening swoop, overturning just before 
it splashed in the water. 

The fleet of motor boats that hurried tothe 
rescue were preceded by Hugh Robinson's 
hydro-aeroplane, that dipped in the sea close 
to the bobbing monoplane soon after the ac- 


cident. - 


Robinson rose in the alr, flying about the 


aerial wreck until the boats came up, then 
few over the aerodrome. This was accepted 
by the crowd as a sign that Johnstone was 


gafe. Cheers went up. 


Flying back to the fleet of boats whose pas- 
engers were tugging at the monoplane, try- 
ing to recover Johnstone's body, Robinson 
then sailed to his mooring at the foot of Van 
Buren street. , 

Mrs. Johnstone was waiting there for news 
of her husband. Robinson was warned of her 
presence by his barefoot aids, who caught 
his craft. 

Jo e@ had met his death almost 
a mile from shore on «a line with 
Twelfth street. The young Chicago flier 
either had overtaxed his engine, so that it 
failed to respond, had inourred a paralysing

Divers Get Body. 


Policeman Charles Burke and Capt.Can- 
trell of the revenue cutter sent divers down to 
recover the body. After several attempts it 
was extricated from the box of the mono- 
plane and taken to the surface. Divers are of 
the opinion that Johnstone was held down by 
the weight of the engine when the monoplane 
turned turtle. A cut an inch long was found 
over his right eye and several scratches on 
his face. 

Instantly upon securing the body the effort 
at resuscitation began.. Expressions of joy 
were heard all over the fleld as it became 
known that Johnstone was still breathing 
when taken to the Chicago Yacht club.

If one should take an automobile of the 
highest type and the strongest construction 
and try to jump over a stone wal) with it or 
jump a ditch, he would expect a fall. Yet 
there are men who have been flying at Grant 
park who have used their machines to the 
limit of capacity right along. Notabiy 
Beachey. And, as every aviator about the 
hangars said, “ he will get his yet.” 


Was Result of “Tricks.” 
“The accident to Mr. Badger, while Ge 
plorable, was the direct result of trying te 
do something for which his machine was 
not designed and which no mechine made 
at the present time could safely attempt 

I wes exactly opposite when he fell and 
was watching closely as he came down the 
field, turning suddenly downward at an 
alarming angle when no more than fifty 
feet from the ground. I fairly gasped to 
think of the dngie he would have to achieve 
when ‘he stopped hig dive in order to clear 
the ground, though the pit In the center of the 
feild wae under him, Even this angular 
change would have in all probability smashed 
things, but what was my horror when I saw 
him suddenly tip the elevator clear up with 
a jerk and steer up at more then a right 
angie to the r'tne in which he woes travel- 
ing. 

With the elevator as a pivot the plenes 
swubhg brodd eide on, when with a crack the 
tall framework gave way, with pieces flying 
in ali directions. At the same instant with 
a crash the wire truseing parted, the 
_struts buckled and the wings folded away 
above his head like those ofa butterfly, while 
still with the elevator as a moving pivot the 
whole structure crashed to the ground 


Everything Went at Once. 

There was no floating nor partial sustain- 
ing, for everything gave way at once, show- 
ing the enormous strain which had been. 
) brough* to bean upon the planes above what 

they were bullt to stand. levlation would 
probably show an overload $f close to a ton. 

The motor struck first, and poor Badger Mt 
on top of it; then the whole thing turned 
over sideways, the red wings wrepping 
It ‘Was a sad accident, and the 
more to us who have known him. But the 
blame, if blame there is, was in tbe jJudg- 
ment of an inexperienced aviator. 

The Baldwin machine is plenty strong for 
ordinary fiying,. but no machine is yet built 
for tricks. Beachey hae been doing tricks 
successfully so far, but he is a man who has 
had experience in the air frem boyhood, end 
his judgment in engineering things 1s bet- 
ter trained. But all men fall some time. 


Johnstone Accident a Mystery. 
In regard to Mr. Johnstone's accident, there 


{s less known, and probablythe exact cause 


will never be known from the very stature 
of things. By the smash of the machine in 
landing, the evidence of what gave way in 
the air is destroyed, so that unless one really 
sees what gives way at the time, or un'‘ess 
something. drops before the machine comes 
down to show what has broken, there ie no 
way of proving things. 

Hugh Rop:ason was fiying: rear to John- 
stone at the time. and says that the machine 
dipped te one side anc entered ihe water 
edgewise, turning over. 

The nature of the accident, as Mr. Robin- 
gon dee ribes it, indicates either that his con- 
trol wire gave Way or a wing buckled, or pos- 
sibly that his propeller broke off at one end. 
Any one of these things might have hap- 
pened: The claim that (he motor exploded 
hardly sounds reasonabie, in view of the way 
the Gnome is put up and mounted. 


Neither Strapped in Seats, , 

Tt has been said regarding the accidents 
of yesterday afternoon that both of the 
aviators were strapped into (hea seats, aad 
that the fatal ending to their filghts was 
partly due to this cause. 

Neither Badger nor Mr. Johnstone was 
fastened in his reat. Badcecer rae a siting 
back-to his- seat, which probably helpe@ « 
bit to ‘stop his fall—but not enough. itisa 
question whether or not it is safer to strap - 
the pilot in this type of machine, as the en- 
gine is likely to fall on him in event of & 
dive. : 

Aviators in the Wright machines are gener 
ally strapped in on account of there being 
nothing in front to prevent their being pitched 
out in event of a sudden gust, but the enging 
is not directly behind, dnd at that the strap 
is a sma!! one.

‘Society. women left their boxes at the avia- 
tion meet yesterday in a vastly different 
manner than on the prevfous day.

When the airship collapsed there was a 
rush from the grandstand to the box area 
where a better view might be obtained. 
Many of the people in the boxes mounted the 
seats to determine the extent of the fall. 

Three or four women wandered away and 
called to friends that the fall had unnerved 
them for the rest of the afternoon, but those 
to whom they called remained in their seats. 
Of all the prominent guests in the boxes it « 
was a somewhat noticeable fact. that the 
only woman who turnedaway from the scene 
with apprehension on her face was. Miss

JUSTICE QUIZGETS 
WOMAN BEATING 


Tells of Attack by a 
Stranger. 


TOLD OF BRIBE OFFERS. 


Agent Offered Her Money to In- 
duce Brother Not to Testify 
Against Magistrate. 


The story of a brutal attack upon a woman 
witness in the trial.of Justice of the Peace 
Fred Beisswanger was the feature of yes- 
terday'’s inquiry into the Niles magistrate’s 
conduct of office before Assistant County ae- 
torney Flood. 

Mrs. Maud Brandl, 606 Milwaukee avenue, 
who was offereg a bribe to induce her brother, 
Andrew Murren, not to give evidence which 
would incriminate Beisswanger, told of be- 
ing beaten by a stranger at her home on 
Mdénday night. 

“Last Monday night a man called at my 
home,” declared Mrs. Brandl. “ He was a 
stranger, and asked, ‘Does Molly Brandl live 
here?’ I feplied, ‘ There is no Molly Brandl 
here, but my name is Maud Brandl.’ Hesaid, 
‘I guess you're the one I’m looking for." Then 
he struck me with his fist and as I staggered 
from the blow he kicked at me. I screamed 
and he ran out and disappeared. 

Testifies Concerning Bribe Offers. 

Last Saturday Mrs. Brand] testified thatan 
agent of Beisswanger called at her home, in- 
quired for Murren, and then tried to leave 
some money for him and also for hef as a 


magistrate. Murren formerly was a police- 
man connected with Justice Beisswanger'’s 
court. , 

Attorney Sidney 8. Gorham, counsel for 
the Chicago Automobile club, and formerly 
its secretary, told of an investigation which 
he conducted in 1908 into the Niles “ auto 
mill.” He declared that he learned of ir- 
regularities and extortion and laid the mat- 
ter before former State’s Attorney Healey. 
Beisswanger Was called in and cross ¢x- 
amined and it wae intended to present the 
evidence to the grand jury. When the next 
grand jury was in session Mn Healey had 
retired from office and as Justice Beiaswanger 
is said to heave “let up” on the members 
of the club, Mr. Gorham said the inquiry 
was dropped 

Issue Attachment for Beisswanger. 

Justice Belsswanger failed to appear yes- 
terday, though he had promised to be pres- 
ent, and after a consultation with the county, 
attorney, Francis 8. Wilson, Mr. Flood pro- 
cured a writ of attachment from the County 
court for the missing justice. Officers were 
sent to the village last night with this writ. 

“We have permitted Beisswanger to have 
every bit of delay that he asked for to this 
time,”’ declared Mr. Flood. “ He has failed 
on three occasions to appear when he prom- 
ised.. Now there is nothing left to do but to 
force him to cease playing with the court.”

@ Predicts Passage Over Veto. .. 
The reply of the Democrats to this bold 
declaration was expressed by Representative 
Flood of West Virginia, chairman of ‘the 
house committee on territories: 

“TI favor the passing of the resolution over 
the president's veto, anc Ithink the congress 
will do it. The house passed the resolution 
originally by a vote of more than four to one, 
and the senate by a vote of three to one.

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TAFT’S MESSAGE VETOING STATEHOOD BILL 


ASHINGTON, . cD. C, Au. Be 
President Taft, in a special mes- 
sage to the house of representatives, 
today vetoéd the joint resolution 
providing for the admission of New 

Mexico and Arizona to statehood. The veto 
was based on his thorough disapproval of 
the recall of judges clause in the Arizona 
constitution. 

New Mexico’s statehood was bound up 
with that of Arizona in the resolution, and 
neither territory can come into the union at 
this time uniess friends of both in congress 
can muster the two-thirds vote necessary to 
adopt the resolution over the president's 
veto. This may be be attempted. 

The recall provision would operate against 
all elective officers of Arizona, including 
both county and ‘state judges. When 25 per 
cent of the voters of the previous election 
petitioned for a special election to nemove 
an official such an election would be com- 
pulsory. 

“This provision of the Arizona constitu- 
tion,”’ the president says, ‘‘in its application 
to county and tate judges seems to me 0 
pernicious in ite éffect, so destructive of in- 


dependence in the judiciany,”’ that he feels 
it his duty to disapprove it. 


The message was received with great inter- 
est. by the house, largely because of the 
president's long association with the judi- 
clary. 


Substance of the Message. 

The message follows: 

“I return herewith, without tmy-approval, 
house joint resolution No. 14, ¢to admit the 
territories of New Mexice and Arizona as 
states into the union on ane equal footing 
with the original states.’ 

“ Congress, by an enabling act approved 
June 20, 1910, provided for the calling of a 
constitutional convention in each of these ter- 
ritories, the submission of the.constitution 
Pronosed by the convention of the electors 


of the territory, the approval of the consti- 


tution by the presideht and congress, the 
proclamation of the fact by the akon 
and the election of state officers. 

“ Both in Arizona and New Mexico con- 


ventions have beén held and constitutions 


adopted and ratified. by the people and sub- 
mitted to the president and congress. 

“I have approved the tonstitution of New 
Mexico, and so did the house of representa- 
tives of the Sixty-first congress. The senate 
however, failed to take-action wpon it. I have 
not approved the Arizona canstitution, nor 


' have the two houses of congress, except as 


they have done so by the joimt resolution un- 


der consideration. 


Terms of the Resolntion. 

“The resolution admits both territories 
to statehood with their constftutions, on con- 
dition that at the time of the election of state 
officers New Mexico shall submit to its elec- 
tors an amendment to its new constitution 


altering and modifying its provision for fu) 


ture amendments, and on the further condi- 
tion that Arizona shall submit to its electors 
at the time of the election of its state officers 
a proposed amendment to itstconstitution by 
which judicial officers ghall be excepted from 
the section permittin recall of all elective 
officers. 

“If I sign this joint resolution I do not see 
how I can escape responsibility for the judi- 
cial recall of the Arizona constitution. The 
joint resolution admits Arizoma with the judi- 
cial recall6ut. requires the submission of the 
question of its wisdom to -the voters. In 
other words, the resolution, approves the 
admission of Arizona with‘ the judicial re- 
call unless the voters themselves repudiate it. 

“Under the Arizona constitution all elec: 
tive officers, and this includes county and 
state judges, six months after their election, 
are subject to the recall. 

“Proposed Method of ‘Recall. 

“It is initiated by a petition signed by elec- 
tors équal to 25 per cent of the total number 
of votes cast for all the candidates for the of- 
fice at the previous general election. Within 
five days after the petition is filed the officer 
may resign. Whether he does or not, an elec- 
tion ensues in which‘his name, if he does not 
resign, is plated on the ballot with that of a)! 
other candidates. 

“The petitioners may print on the official 
ballot 200 words showing their reasons for re- 
calling the officer, and he is permittéd to 


make defense In the same place-in 200 words. 


If the tncumbent receives the highest num- 
ber of the votes he continues in his office; if 
not, he is removed from office and is succeed- 
ed by the candidate who does receive the 
highest number. : 

‘*This provision of the Arizona constitu- 
tion, in its application t@ county and state 
judges, seems to me pernicious in its ef- 
fect, so destructive of independence in the 
judiciary, so likely to subject the rights of the 
individual to the possible tyranny of a pop- 
ular majority, and therefore to be so injuri- 
ous to the cause of free government that I 
must disapprove a constitution containing it. 

“Of course a mere difference of opinion 
as to the wisdom of details in a state con- 
stitution ought not to lead me to set up my 
opinion against that of the people of the 
territory. 

Destructive of Free Government. 

“It is to be their government, and .while 
the power of congress to withhold or grant 
statehood is! absolute, the people about to 
constitute a state should generally know 
better the kind of government and constitu- 
tion suited’ to their needs than congress or 
the executive. But when such a constitution 
contains. something so destructive of free 
government as the judicial recall it should 
be disapproved. 


accomplished by popular government, be- 
cause in the long run each class of individuals 
is apt to secure better provision for them- 
selves through their own voice in govern- 


ment than through the altruistic interest of 


Others, however intelligent or philanthropic. 

“ Hence arises the necessity for a constitu- 
tion by which the will of the majority shall 
be permitted to guide the course of the gov- 
ernment only under controlling checks that 
experience has’ shown to be necessary to 
secure for the minority its share of the benefit 
to the whole people that a popular govern- 
ment is established to bestow.” 

Some space is then given to the duties of 


“Judges and the importance of their being free 


from any obstacle in giving what they re- 
gard as true constructions of the law. Going 
on the message says: 

* What I have said has been to little pur- 
pose if it has not shown that judges, to fulfill 
their functions properly in our popular gov~ 
ernment, must be more independent than in 
any other form of government ,and that 
need of independence is greatest where the 
individual is one litigant and the state, guid- 
ed by the successful and , siete major- 
ity, is the other. 

**In order to maintain the ‘rights of the mi- 
nority and the individual and to preserve our 
ek eee ae aoe we must have tudges 
with courage™to decide against the majority 
when justice and law require. 

‘** By the recall in the Arizona constitution 
it is proposed to give to the majority 
power to remove arbitrarily and without de- 
lay any judge who may have the courage to 
render an unpopular decision. By the recall 
it is proposed to enable a mingrity of 25 per 
cent of the voters of the district or state, for 
no prescribed cause, after the judge has been 
in office six months, to submit the question of 
his retenti6n in office.to the electorate. 


Possible Evils Pointed Out. 
“The petitioning minority must say’on the 
ballot what they can against him in 200 
words, and he must defend as best he can 
in the same space. Other candidates are 
permitted to present . themselves and have 
their names printed on the ballot, so that 
the recall is not based solely on the record 
or the acts of the judge, but also on the quea- 
tion whether some other and more popular 
candidate bas been found to unseat him. 

** Could there be asystem more ingeniously 
devised to subject judges to momentary gusts 
of popular passion that this? We cannot 
be blind to the fact that often eh intelligent 
and réspectable electorate may be so roused 
upon an issue that it will visit with con- 
demnation the decision of a just judge, though 
exactly in accdrd with the law govérning the 
case, merely because it affects unfavorably 
their contest. 

*““Controversies over elections, labor 
troubles, racial or religious Isgues, issues 
as to the construction or constitutionality of 
liquor laws, criminal trials of popular or un- 
popular defendants, the removal of county 
seats, sults by individuals to maintain their 
constitutional rights in obstruction of some 
popular tmprovement—these and many other 
cases could be cited in which a majotity of 
@ cistrict would be tempted by hasty anger to 
recall a conscientious judge if the opportunity 
were open all the time 


Tendency to Degrade Bench. 

os Would not self-respecting men wel? hesi- 
tate to accept judicial office with such a 
sword of Damoties hanging over them? 
What kind of judgments might those on the 
unpopular side expect from courts whose 
judges must make their decisions under such 
legal terrorism? The character of the 
judges would deteriorate to that of trimmers 
and time sergérs, and independent judicial 
action would be @ thing of the past. . 

“ As the possibilities of euch a system 
in review, is it too much to characterize it 
ag one which will destroy the judiciary, its 
standing, and its usefulness? 

‘Attempt is made to defend the principle 
of judicial recall by reference to states in 
which judges are said to have shown them- 
selves to be under corrupt corporate in- 
fluence and in which it is claimed that noth- 
ing but a desperate remedy will suffice. 


Impeachment as a Remedy. 

“Tf the political control in such states is 
sufficiently wrested from corrupting corpora- 
tions to permit the enactment of a radical 
constitutional amendment like that of judi- 
cial. recall, it would seem possible to make 
provision in its stead for an effective remedy 
by tmpeachment in which the cumbrous 
features of the present remedy might be 
avoided,. but the opportunity for judicial 
hearing and defense before an impartial 
tribunal might_be retained, 

*“ But it is said that the people of Arizona 
ere to become an independent state when 
created, and even if we strike out judicial 
recall now, they can incorporate it in their 
constitution after statehood. 

“To this I would answer that in dealing 
with the courts, which are the cornerstones 
of good government and in which not only 
the voters. but the non-voters and non-resi- 
dents have a depp interest as a security for

D. C., Aug. 15.—The senate by 
a vote of 38 to 28 tonight adopted the confer- 
ence report on the wool tariff revision bill, 
already adopted by the house. The bill will 
now go to the White House for the expected 
veto of President Taft. : 

vote came after a vigorous five hours’ 
debate on the merits of the bill. It was a 
victory for the combined Democratic and in- 
surgent Republican forces as against the 
regular Republicans. Only two progressive 
Republicans, Senators Borah of Idaho and 


‘Bourne of Oregon, united with the regulars 


in the vote against the bill. 

The bill as passed by the two houses places 
a flat ad valorem duty of wy per cent on all 
raw wool, and proportionate rates on woolen 
manufactures. 


Expect Adjournment Soon. 

‘The opinion ts general in Washington to- 
night that congress will enter upon the last 
eight days of the session tomorrow. Senator 
Penrose's resolution, introduced today, for 
adjournment Aug: 22, and the belief ex- 
pressed by Democratic Leader Underwood of 
the house of representatives that ‘all work 
can be concluded by Tuesday or Wedmesday 
of next week are taken to indicate that it 


will be difficult ‘to hold the special session 
together longer than that. e 

The demand of insurgent senators that the 
cotton, bill be disposed of is complicating 
matters in the senate. A caucus of Demo- 
cratic senators has been called for 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning te. consider the 
cotton bill: and the question of adjourn- 
ment. 


Crisis May Come Soon. 

The house is ready to act upon the wool 
bill in case the president vetoes it and to act 
upon the free list bill as soon as the senate 
takes another vote on that measure. It is 
stated by house leaders that the free list 
bill probably will be accepted by the house 
as the senate passes it, without request for 
another conference. 

During today’s senate debate on ‘wool Sena- 
tor La Follette of Wisconsin accused Senator 
Smoot of Utah of being personally interested 
in the schedule under discussion, inferred 
strongly that the Mormon church was inter- 
eated in woolen mills, and then vigorously de- 
elared that no senator had a moral right 
to vote on any law affecting his own interests. 

Senator Smoot denied that the Mormon 
church haé a dollar in any woolen mill, al- 
though he acknowledged that he owned some 
woolen mill stock and that the church had 
owned some years ago.

These new boundary lines will) make the 
population of the ward 66,000. 

Ald. Cermak, Twigg, and Lawley spent the 
afternoon examining maps and population 
figures and drawing proposed boundary lines 
for redistricting purposes. Many new bound- 
ary lines for wards were fixed, only to be Wis- 
carded a few minutes later.

Eleven 
second hand books of reference were, sched- 
uled, but not valued, and all property was 
claimed to be exempt undgr the federal 
statutes. - 

Baum ia the Chicago writer and itustrator 
who some years ago created the whimsical 
“Wizard of Os” series, of illustrated 
sketches. They had a great vogue at the 
time. Baum followed them with other pro- 
ductions along jthe same line, in which 
fairies and hobgoblins ran riot. * 

He attempted to have his pictures repro- 
duced by a moving picture company of Chi- 
cago and this is a creditor to the extent of 

1,500. Later Baum attempted to have his 
efforts staged, but that was not a winner 
anda printing and engraving company of 
Chicago sunk $1,150 in the business. An- 
other item of Mabilities was a judgment 
by Edmond W. Pottie of this city, in the 
Superior court for money advanced Baum 
to float his productions. 

About «a year ago Baum came to Holly- 
wood to make his future home tn California.

“to be done. - Then congrese would be pre- 
pared to act.

ORD KITCHENER’'S appointment as 
the English lord paramount in Egypt 
and the Soudan, is destined to mark 
the disappearance from the land of the 
Nile of one of its most picturesque 

and interesting figures—namely: the Aus- 
trian Baron Siatin, pasha. who holds the hon- 
orary rank of major general. in thé English 
army bestowed upon him by the late King 
Edward, with whom he was a great favorite. 

Popwlar as Slatin is with every one in s0 
many quarters, he never hag been liked by 
Kitchener, and although the latter has at 
no time voychsafed any explanation of his 
sentiments with regard to Slatin, yet he never 
had made any concealment of his dislike, 
which manifestly is tinged with a certain 
amount of contempt, Slatin was, at the out- 
break of the Mahdi rebellion; governor of 
the Darfur province of the Soudan, and was 
in that position when Gordon was appointed 
by the English government to proceed to 
Khartum. Gordon -relied much on Slatin’s 
holding Darfur. But Slatin surrendered the 
capital of the province and his entire army 
to the mahdi in the early part of 1884, al- 
almost without a fight, and from that time 
forth until eleven years later, when he ef- 
fected his escape to lower Egypt, was first 
with the mahdi and after his death with the 
khalifa at Khartum. m

~ Gen. Gordon’s “journals,” even in their 


edited condition, contain a number of derog- 
atory references to Slatin, showing that the 
—hero of Khartum was filled with resentment 
and contempt toward him. Perhaps it is 
this that has influenced Kitchener. Possibly, 
too, he has in mind the fact that Slatin be- 
came a convert to the mahdist form of Islam, 
renouncing the Christian creed—a fact which 
did not commend itself to Kitchener as 
worthy of an officer holding a commission 
in the reserve forces of the Austrian army. 
Then, too, there has always been a certain 
amount of question as to the precise réle 
played by Slatin during the eleven years that 


he spent at Khartum. According to some, | 


and by his own account, he was a misused, 
maltreated captive.

The Birmimgham university, in bestowing 
the honorary degreé of doctor of laws upon 
‘the Rt. Hon. John Burns, M. P., presi- 
dent of that great department of the govern- 
ment known as the local government board 
at Whitehall, conferred a distinction on a 
man who, despite the fact that he formerly 
earned his living as a mechanic and received 
his education at the night schools of the Bat- 
tersea district of London, was in every re- 
spect intellectually qualified therefor. 

Few people are aware that he is perhaps 
he greatest authority In England on the 
subject of Velasquez paintings and of Span- 
ish old masters generally. In his younger 
days he was sent by an English contracting 
firm to Madrid to do some mechanical work 
which kept him there for @ couple of years. 
That developed a great love for pictures. He 
spent all his spare time in the picture gal- 
leries or else in the libraries, reading up all 
that he could get hold ef concerning the 
painters or the masterpieces in question. 
The late Sir Purdon Clarke, director of the 
Metropolitan Art museum in New York, was 
wont to wax very eloquent on the subject of 
John Burns’ marvelous knowledge of Span- 
ish old masters.

King .George’s action in presenting new 
colors to the Royal Scots regiment during 
his recent stay at Edinburgh has resulted 
in some inquiries being addressed to me by 
readers as to the reason why this particular 
corps of the British army should be known 
by the nickname of ‘Pontius Pilate’s 
Guards.”"" Strictly speaking, this regiment 
was formed of Scottish bands of volunteers 
by King Gustavus Adolphus the Great of 
‘Bweden in 161), and it constituted tbe 
nucleus of the celebrated “‘ Green Brigade,” 
which won such European renown on the 
battlefields of the thirty years’ war. 

After the death of King Gustavus 
Adolphus at Lutzen the Green Brigade took 
service under the French crown, becoming 
merged into the ancient Scottish -archers 
and Scotch Guards of the Kings of France 
and as the Regiment de Douglas.

Charles II. of England brought over most 
of them at the restoration and enrolled them 
as the First or Royal Regiment of Foot of the 
modern British army. , 

It is a matter of tradition, however, in 
the regiment that its history goes back much 
further—back, indeed, to the days of Pontius 
Pilate, who in his capacity as Roman gov- 
ernor of Jerusalem had under his orders a 
Caledonian legion of the Roman army, which 
he placed on duty at Golgotha on the day of 
the ‘crucifixion. In this connection it may 
be well to mention that, according to ancient 
Scottish belief, Pontius Pilate was orn at 
Glenlyon, not far from the spot where the 
ancient yew of Fortingall has flourished, ac- 
cording to experts in arboriculture, for near- 
ly 8,000 years, being already an ancient tree 
at the time of the birth of Christ. 

It is recorded.circumstantially that shortly 
before the birth of Christ a Roman embassy 
was sent to Scotland by Emperor Augustus, 
one of the envoys being the father of Pontius 
Pilate. He was accompanied by his wife, 
and they were very hospitably received by 
Metellaus, or Metelianus, a Caledonian king, 
and were entertained by him in his primi- 
tive abode near Fortingall, where Mra. 
Pilate; mere, gave birth to young Pontius. 

a 

It has been proved historically that Ccesar 
Augustus did send an embassy to Scotland 
about the beginning of the Christian era, and 
that Metellaus, or Metellanus, was the name 
of a Scottish ruler who was reigning in the 
second year of the Christian era. The re- 
mains of a Roman camp are still visible near 
Fortingall., It is, 6n historic record that 
the mission of the Roman embassy was suc- 
cessful, and that it established with King 
Metellanus “‘an amitie with the Romans 
which continued betwixt them and his king- 
dom for a long time’ afterward.” 

I do not know whether my Scotch readers 
will thank me for recalling this ancient tra- 
nd o' Cakes 
the doubtful honor of having n the birth- 
place of‘one of the least attractive characters 
of the Bible, but it is interesting all the sama,

As for the yew tree which cast its shadow 
over the earliest infancy of Poutius Pilate, 
it ig asserted to be the oldest tree in Europe, 
It was described by the Hon, Darius Berring- 
ton in “ The Transactions of the Royal] So- 
ciety of 1760” in these terms: ‘“I measured 
the ciroumference of this yew tree and there- 
fore cannot be mistaken when I inform you 
that it amounted to fifty-two feet’; in the 
‘ Statistical Account of Scotland,” pub- 
lished in 1791, the dimensions are also given 
as fifty-two feet.

Chicago, Aug. 14.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—To the communication from 
Mrs, M. G. Stevens, zon, I would ad- 
vise that the ten hour law applies to de 
males employed at fairs, and limits ther 
hours. to ten hours in a day. The sixty 
hour-a week clause dees hot appear in the 
Illinois law. Women are gg Sage from 
being employed more than hours jn 
any one day, no matter what the number 
of hours may be per week. 

Acknowledging and replying to your 
communication, in which you submit ap 
inclosure from Mr. Fred | Kloese, I desire 
to advise that this department has cuon- 
strued the ten hour law to mean that no 
woman shall be employed more than tem 
hours in any one day during a period «f 
twenty-four hours, and her employmeat 
should not necessarily be consecutive em- 
ployment. 

Mr. Kloése’s proposition to the effect 
that in some dry goeds stores the girls go 
to work at 9 a. m. and qypit at 12 noon, 
lunch from 12 to 1, then resume work at 1 
and work to 6, then go to supper from $ 
to 7, and start to work again at 7 and 
work to 9 p..m., a total of ten hours, 
would not be construed by this department 
as a violation of the ten hour law. 
time allowed for meals must be bona fide, 
and the employé must be absolutely free 
from duty or call to duty, otherwise the 
hour allowed should not be déducted? from 
the hours of employment; but if the time 
allowed for meals is bona fide, then such 
time shall be deducted from the hours of 
employment. - 

The attorney genera) of this “state hax 
held that a day, as expressed in the ten 
hour law, means ffom midnight to mid- 
night, during which period of time a ¢e- 
male employé shall be employed no move 
than ten hours. The hours allowed for 
meals are not necessarily hours of em- 
ployment. It is illegal to employ a woman 
eight and one-half hours one day ani 
eleven and one-half hours the next. The 
first day her employment would not be in 
violation of the law, but the secomd day

woman cannot be employed more than tes 
hours in a day of twenty-four hours. —

NALF CENT COINAGE NEEDED.., 

Chicago, Aug. 15.—[{ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—THE TRIBUNP is doing a good work in be- 
half of housekeepers in agitating for honest 
weights and measures in the sale of provi- 
sions, but there is another reform in the 
purchase of household supplies, mainly dry 
goods, that should be brought about. The 
marking of prices in the half cent is a small 
thing, but in the long run jt amounts to large 
sums, both to the purchasers and the deal- 
érs, adding materially to the profits of the 
latter. That twice 24% makes 5 is a natural 
conclusion, but when a department store 
clerk insists that it makesisix one is decidedly 
surprised, but this pecullar method of addi- 
tion is pratticed daily, and many times a 
day, in some stores.. Another method of 
petty thievery is advertising goods at 12% 
(or other fractions of a cent) and then re- 
fusing to sell more than one article to a cts- 
tomer. As a rule the victim deems the 
amount too small to fuss over, but the trick- 
ery of the transaction rankles and the store 
pursuing this practice is avoided thereafter. 

Why not have half cents coined to meet 
this kind of trade? The vast majority of the 
sufferers from this petty grafting are really 
poor persons, to whom the many half cents 
of which they are mulcted in the course of a 
year are a real hardship. When the wife of 
a laboring rian has to make one dollar do 
the work of several even the half cents 
count, especially when they are defrauded 
out of many in the course of a year. This 
matter will be brought to the attention of 
the great army of clubwomen this fall, and 
we will see if some means cannot be devised 
to put a stop to the practice. : 7
